Moore said he filed 73 charges 
on bad checks Thursday alone 
and had filed 13 of those charges 
against one m an alone. 
Moore stressed that if m er­ 
chants bring charges, people

fine or

prisonment, or both, and has 
even resulted in some cases of

penitentiary. 
Bad checks fall into three 
categfories, Moore noted 
An insufficient funds check for 
under $100 is punishable by a 
maximum of six months in jail 
or a fine up to $500, or both. 
Insufficient funds checks for 
m ore than $100 may result in a 
punishment of up to five years in 
the penitentiary or a m axim um 
$1,000 fine

may 
result in a maximum of seven 
years in the penitentiary Moore 
noted that a person may be 
prosecuted on each bad check he 
writes and sentences may run 
consecutively, if ordered, 
Moore noted that he has in­ 
formation available for m er­ 
chants on how to guard against 
bad checks. He said m erchants 
should not take a second party 
check unless they know it is

He warned that a printed 
check does not necessarily mean 
that the check will be good or 
that the person has residence in 
this area 


If a check is returned to a 
m erchant as a bad check, the 
m erchant m ust first contact or 
attem pt to contact that person, 
requesting him to make the 
check good. If this attem pt fails, 
the m erchant can then bring 
charges, as long as the check is 
one that can be prosecuted. 


The m erchant must sign an 
affidavit. Charges are then filed 
by the prosecuting attorney and 
a warrant issued for the arrest. 
The m atter then goes to court. 
Moore noted that once charges 
are filed at a m erchant’s re­ 
quest, they will not be dropped 
if the person m akes restitution to 
the m erchant after that time.

man y ear in high school in Ju n e, 
was talked in to takin g a su mmer 
scien ce semin ar.

cou rse had the stu den ts in the 
cou n try side for 17 of the 30-day 
session . 
The 36 stu den ts div ided in to 
six teams; water chemistry , 
in sects, botan y , geology , etc. 
Each team dev eloped its own 
research methods, ev olv ed its 
own statistics, decided its own 
hy potheses an d came u p with its 
own proofs an d con clu sion s. 
They wrote 40 an d 5 0 page 
reports on which their grades 
depen ded. 
On a recen t backpackin g trip, 
as my son an d I walked alon g, he 
cou ld hardly talk of an y thin g 
ex cept this ty pe of tree an d that, 
why it grew where it did an d 
when , this rock ou tcroppin g, 
that ty pe of soil. He wou ld stop 
repeatedly an d lectu re me on 
on e aspect or an other of 
geology -n atu re-forestry -water 
composition , —u n til we had to 
hu stle on in an attempt to catch 
u p with ou r fellow campers. 
Now this son is n o grin d. It is 
n ot his u su al practice to go on 
for hou rs en thu siastically abou t 
school su bjects, bu t he does 
abou t this on e. 
I took sev eral hou rs off from 
work the other day to atten d the 
“gradu ation session ’’ of this 
grou p. 
Each team gav e its report, 
serv ed sassafrass, su mac an d 
other wildern ess su rv iv al teas. 
Before an d after the talks we 
milled arou n d. Ev ery time I 
asked a qu estion I was ap­ 
proached by en thu siastic teen - 
aged men an d women filled with 
what they ’d been doin g. 
An d this was my school. My 
son had hated biology in the 
u su al classroom cou rse he’d 
taken last win ter. 
The semin ar in stru ctor was as 
happy as his stu den ts. Bu t he 
an d I worried the cou rse cou ld 
spoihschool for these y ou n gsters 
n ex t fall an d win ter. “I didn ’t 
hav e a cou rse that gav e me this 
challen ge an d chan ce for ex ­ 
perimen tin g with con cepts I 
dev eloped my self u n til I was a 
gradu ate stu den t in college,” he 
said. 
The sermon here is obv iou s. I 
kn ow of stu den ts who, on their 
own , win gold medals for in ­ 
div idu al work in n atu re an d 
ecology , 
who 
dev elop 
ex ­ 
perimen ts 
an d 
carry 
them 
throu gh an d spen d mon ths of 
their time stu dy in g in sects, 


wildlife, soil an d water con ­ 
serv ation , forests an d geology . 
Bu t they barely pass stan dard 
modern 
scien ce 
cou rses 
as 
tau ght in today ’s schools. 
In my y ou th we called this 
stan dard classroom approach 
“cookbook 
chemistry .” 
You 
followed 
the 
in stru ction s 
precisely , got the resu lts the 
book hin ted at, wrote down on 
ex ams the an swers the book or 
teacher said to memorize. If y ou 
did, y ou receiv ed an A. If y ou 
weren ’t willin g to do this, y ou 
got a C—if the teacher was kin d. 
Now I’v e read the n ew scien ce 
books an d watched the n ew 
scien ce teachers in action . I 
kn ow the n ew con cepts are 
su pposed to challen ge stu den ts 
an d brin g ou t their in itiativ e. 
This sometimes happen s, bu t 
my ex perien ce is that it does n ot 
happen v ery often . 
Scien ce cou rses aren ’t the 
on ly bu mmers. Go down the 
list...fore ig n 
lan g u ag es, 
En glish, social scien ces. I’v e sat 
in on classes hu mmin g with 
debate, 
cu riosity 
an d 
en ­ 
thu siasm. Bu t they are n ot the 
ru le. 
We still ten d to thin k of ou r 
children as little bottles in to 
which 
we 
will 
pou r u sefu l 
kn owledge. We forget they hav e 
brain s. 
My son has n eard abou t a six - 
week archeology semin ar bein g 
giv en n ex t su mmer. He can ’t 
wait. 
Bu t he dreads the n ex t eight 
an d a half mon ths of school.

capacity of 25 ,670 
Megawatts, which amou n ted to 
5 .6 percen t of total U.S. electric 
gen eratin g 
capability . 
Right 
n ow, there is an u rgen t n eed to 
redu ce con su mption of oil. If 
U.S. n u clear plan ts did n ot ex ist 
an d the same amou n t of power 
had to be produ ced by fossil fu el, 
we wou ld be bu rn in g arou n d 250- 
million barrels more of oil or 57- 
million more ton s of coal per 
y ear than is n ow the case. We 
face a 10-15 y ear period of fossil 
fu el shortage an d, somewhere in 
the fu tu re, fin al ex hau stion of 
these sou rces of en ergy . Those 
who seek to block research an d 
dev elopmen t of n u clear power 
an d the co nstructio n of nuclear 
power plan ts seem to forget 
these facts. They also forget the 
n u clear in du stry ’s record of 
safety -a cu mu lativ e total of 160 
y ears of commercial operation 
of n u clear reactors withou t a 
sin gle acciden t that in an y way 
harmed a member of the pu blic. 
In the mon ths ahead, people of 
the U.S., withou t throwin g ou t 
the con cepts of en v iron men tal 
an d con su mer protection , mu st 
also keep in min d that the fu tu re 
belon gs to those who discov er 


and use new ideas and co ncepts 
to mo re efficiently pro duce the 
thing s that peo ple need. Tho se 
who urg e cautio n in certain 
areas o n the basis o f well- 
info rmed o pinio n are o ne thing .

assessmen t of 200 y ears of black 
A m erican 
history , 
an other 
towerin g figu re in the American 
pan theon is cu t down to size. 
Thomas Jefferson was a mass 
of con tradiction s, writes Carly le 
C. Dou glas: “Here was a man 
capable, on the on e han d, of 
au thorin g the most eloqu en t an d 
well-reason ed 
argu men ts 
on 
behalf of the rights of men , y et 
equ ally capable, when it su ited 
him, of acceptin g as fact the 
most ou trageou s of my ths an d 
su perstition s in argu in g again st 
the rights of other men ,. At on ce 
hero

fool,

third 
Presiden t of the Un ited States 
emerges as both

EXPLAIN DETENTE 
The Communist understanding of detente as a means 
of achieving world victory without the destruction of 
thermonuclear war was the theme of an article in the 
June edition of Political Affairs, the theoretical journal 
of the U.S. Communist Party. It provides additional 
insight into how our enemies analyze the current 
situation. 
The article quoted Gus Hall, titular head of the Party, 
as follows: “The dynamics of detente express the 
processes, the historic shift in the balance of power, at a 
time when the old system and its ruling class have lost 
their place of dominance to a new force representing a 
new social system and a new class that increasingly 
determines the course of human events. Detente ex­ 
presses a qualitative change in the international class 
relations.’’ 
That change, the Communists argue, has been brought 
about by the growth of Soviet military power which is 
supposed to force cooperation on the “wounded U.S. 
imperialist bull’’ and serve as the shield behind which 
“the superior forces of a united anti-imperialist alliance 
of the socialist states, the forces of national liberation, 
and the democratic movements of the capitalist coun­ 
tries led by the working class’’ will vanquish their op­ 
ponents. 
The author of the article was concerned that segments 
of the Revolutionary Left might not understand that 
international 
detente 
is 
a 
combination 
of 
both 
cooperation and struggle, intended to prevent a world 
thermonuclear conflict, but also designed to achieve 
ultimate Communist victory 
through the creeping 
surrender of the free world. 
This is why Communist strategy today is so insidious 
and difticult to confront. The average American, like 
some of the more extreme Communists, still misun­ 
derstands detente to represent a genuine change in 
Soviet attitudes toward cooperation for its own sake. 
Actually, of course, “cooperation” is never genuine in 
the sense that we use the word but is always a tactic in an 
ongoing process of struggle. 
Communist theoreticians periodically have to set their 
own comrades straight on this point. In the process, they 
warn the rest of us as well.

WASHINGTON (NEA)—One 
of my sons, finishing his fresh­ 
man year in high school in June, 
was talked into taking a sum mer 
science seminar.

countryside for 17 of the 30-day 
session. 
The 36 students divided into 
six team s; water chemistry, 
insects, botany, geology, etc.

They wrote 40 and 50 page 
reports on which their grades 
depended. 
On a recentbackpacking trip, 
as my son and I walked along, he 
could hardly talk of anything 
except this type of tree and that, 
why it grew where it did and 
when, this rock outcropping, 
that type of soil. He would stop 
repeatedly and lecture me on 
one 
aspect 
or 
another of 
geology-nature-forestry-w ater 
composition, —until we had to 
hustle on in an attem pt to catch 
up with our fellow campers. 
Now this son is no grind. It is 
not his usual practice to go on 
for hours enthusiastically about 
school subjects, but he does 
about this one. 
I took several hours off from 
work the other day to attend the 
“ graduation session” of this 
group. 
Each team gave its report, 
served sassafrass, sumac and 
other wilderness survival teas. 
Before and after the talks we 
milled around. Every time I 
asked a question 1 was ap­ 
proached by enthusiastic teen- 
aged men and women filled with 
what they’d been doing 
And this was my school. My 
son had hated biology in the 
usual classroom course he’d 
taken last winter. 
The sem inar instructor was as 
happy as his students. But he 
and I worried the course could 
spoil"school for these youngsters 
next fall and winter. “ I didn’t 
have a course that gave me this 
challenge and chance for ex­ 
perimenting with concepts I 
developed myself until I was a 
graduate student in college,” he 
said. 
The sermon here is obvious. I 
know of students who, on their 
own, win gold medals for in­ 
dividual work in nature and 
ecology, 
who 
develop 
ex­ 
periments 
and 
carry 
them 
through and spend months of 
their 
tim e 
studying 
insects, 


wildlife, soil and water con­ 
servation, forests and geology. 
But they barely pass standard 
modern 
science 
courses 
as 
taught in today’s schools. 
In my youth we called this 
standard classroom approach 
“cookbook 
chem istry.” 
You 
followed 
the 
instructions 
precisely, got the results the 
book hinted at, wrote down on 
exams the answers the book or 
teacher said to memorize. If you 
did, you received an A. If you 
weren’t willing to do this, you 
got a C—if the teacher was kind 
Now I’ve read the new science 
books and watched the new 
science teachers in action. I 
know the new concepts are 
supposed to challenge students 
and bring out their initiative. 
This sometimes happens, but 
my experience is that it does not 
happen very often 
Science courses aren’t the 
only bummers. Go down the 
lis t...fo re ig n 
la n g u a g e s, 
English, social sciences. I’ve sat 
in on classes humming with 
debate, 
curiosity 
and 
en ­ 
thusiasm. But they are not the 
rule. 
We still tend to think of our 
children as little bottles into 
which 
we 
will 
pour 
useful 
knowledge. We forget they have 
brains. 
My son has neard about a six- 
week archeology sem inar being 
given next summer. He can’t 
wait. 
But he dreads the next eight 
and a half months of school.

There are compensations in 
everything—small profits, small 
taxes.

A 
voluble, 
inaccurate and 
uninformed critic can, if he has 
the advantage of wide publicity 
for everything he utters, raise 
hob with the orderly develop­ 
ment and progress of practically 
any human enterprise. Adverse 
publicity has been the chief 
weapon of the environmental 
and consumer advocates. 
Consider the m atter of nuclear 
power and electric generation. 
At the end of 1973, there were 42 
nuclear 
reactors 
classed 
as 
operable in the U.S., with a 
combined 
capacity of 25,670 
Megawatts, which amounted to 
5.6 percent of total U.S. electric 
generating 
capability. 
Right 
now, there is an urgent need to 
reduce consumption of oil. If 
U.S. nuclear plants did not exist 
and the sam e amount of power 
had to he produced by fossil fuel, 
we would be burning around 250- 
million barrels more of oil or 57- 
million more tons of coal per 
year than is now the case. We 
face a 10-15 year period of fossil 
fuel shortage and, somewhere in 
the future, final exhaustion of 
these sources of energy. Those 
who seek to block research and 
development of nuclear power 
and the construction of nuclear 
power plants seem to forget 
these facts. They also forget the 
nuclear 
industry’s record of 
safety - a cumulative total of 160 
years of com m ercial operation 
of nuclear reactors without a 
single accident that in any way 
harmed a member of the public. 
In the months ahead, people of 
the U.S., without throwing out 
the concepts of environmental 
and consumer protection, must 
also keep in mind that the future 
belongs to those who discover 


and use new ideas and concepts 
to more efficiently produce the 
things that people need. Those 
who urge caution in certain 
areas on the basis of well- 
informed opinion are one thing. 
But nagging, heckling critics 
with one foot in heaven and no 
sense of reality or vision of the 
future are quite another.

Ebony 
M agazine 
sev eral 
years ago did a pretty good 
hatchet job on Abraham Lin­ 
coln. The Great Em ancipator, 
argued 
historian and Ebony 
senior editor Lerone Bennett 
J r ., 
was 
an 
out-and-out 
racist—at least according to the 
standards by which we would 
call a man such today. 
As evidence, Bennett sub­ 
mitted a number of Lincoln’s 
own 
public 
statem ents, 
in­ 
cluding one in which he ex­ 
pressed doubt that whites and 
blacks could ever he social 
equals and that being the case, 
he would just as soon have the 
latter 
subordinate to the for­ 
mer. 
In the magazine’s current 
special 
issue on the Bicen­ 
tennial, 
devoted 
to 
an 
assessm ent of 200 years of black 
A m erican 
history, 
another 
towering f igure in the American 
pantheon is cut down to size. 
Thomas Jefferson was a mass 
of contradictions, writes Carlyle 
C. Douglas: “ Here was a man 
capable, on the one hand, of 
authoring the most eloquent and 
well-reasoned 
argum ents 
on 
l)ehalf of the rights of men, yet 
equally capable, when it suited 
him, of accepting as fact the 
most outrageous of myths and 
superstitions in arguing against 
the rights of other men,. At once 
hero 
and 
fool, 
the 
third 
President of the United States 
emerges as both 
f ram er and 
victim of his own tim es.” 
Not only was Jefferson an 
owner of slaves, as were others 
of the Founding Fathers, but he 
went to his death bed 50 years 
to the day after the Declaration 
of 
Independence 
was 
adop­ 
ted an owner of slaves. While 
giving Jefferson credit for the 
soul tortures he underwent in 
attem pting to square the ideals 
of his Declaration with 
the 
reality of slavery, Douglas in­ 
diets him as a hypocrite who

Now the debunking school of 
history serves a useful purpose.

Bavh Vs. Oil Goliaths 
SAYS: 


with Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - Sen. Birch 
Bayh, D-Ind., in one of the most 
audacious 
acts since 
David 
challenged Goliath, will attem pt 
to break up the economic power 
of the big oil companies. 
He is preparing for a bruising 
battle. A private memo, in­ 
tended for his eyes only, warns 
that 
“ the 
oil 
industry 
is 
beginning to mobilize” and that 
he 
“can expect fierce op­ 
position.” 
But Bayh believes the only 
way to bring competition back to 
the domestic oil industry is to 
strip the big companies of their 
control 
over 
all 
stages 
of 
production from the oil well to 
the gas pump. 
He has drafted legislation 
which would prohibit the majors 
from engaging in more than one 
of the four segments of the in­ 
dustry 
- 
production, 
tran­ 
sportation, 
refining 
and 
marketing. 
Here’s how Bayh’s bill would 
work, 
according 
to a 
don- 
fidential analysis; 
“ In the case of the big eight - 
Exxon, Shell, Texaco, Amoco, 
Socal, Mobil, Gulf and ARCO ~ 
which have major interests in 
all four segments of the in­ 
dustry, each company would 
have to decide which area it 
wanted to rem ain in and divest 
itself of all interest in the other 
three areas.” 
The analysis, prepared by 
staff 
aide 
Howard 
Paster, 
contends that the oil industry is 
“ essentially non-competitive.” 
The m ajor companies control oil 
fields, 
transm ission 
lines, 
tankers, refineries and service 
stations. 
In other words, as Paster puts 
it in his memo, they “control the 
oil from the time it comes out of 
the ground until it is pumped 
into the gasoline tank.” Reduced 
to statistics, “ the 20 largest oil 
companies control more than 75 
per cent of production, refining 
and m arketing and more than 90 


per cent of pipeline capacity.” 
This gives the oil giants the 
power to m anipulate prices. The 
Senate memo cites “ the in­ 
famous July 4th gasoline price 
increases” as an example. 


Aitnough the increases were 
strictly legal, “ the oil com­ 
panies were able to prevent 
competition from holding the 
increases in check by limiting 
refinery operations during May 
and June and thus creating a 
supply-demand imbalance for 
gasoline immediately prior to 
the peak driving season,” the 
memo charges. 


“ If the sam e companies did 
not control the flow of crude,” 
the 
m em o 
contends, 
“ the 
refinery 
operations 
and 
the 
retailing of gasoline by such... a 
h ig h ly 
a n ti- c o m p e titiv e 
maneuver would not have been 
possible.” 
The memo also cites “ the 
refusal of the m ajor oil com­ 
panies 
to 
sell 
lower-priced 
domestic crude to independent 
refineries until forced to do so” 
by 
the 
F ed eral 
E nergy 
Administration. 
“ By trying to limit the in­ 
dependent refineries to higher- 
priced domestic and foreign 
crude," asserts the memo, “ the 
m ajors 
sought 
to 
use their 
m arket control 
to destroy 
competition.” 
The ultim ate victim of the oil 
companies’ collusion, of course, 
are the custom ers who have 
been pouring more and more of 
their earnings into the pockets of 
the oil men. 
Bahh believes he has a good 
chance 
of 
pushing 
his 
bill 
through the Senate. The oil 
barons are also beginning to 
get a little worried. “The in­ 
dustry originally did not get 
excited; 
how ever, 
th at 
is 
changing,” the memoadvised. 
But it warned: “ We can ex­ 
pect fierce opposition, not only 
in the hearings but also in the 
media 
... 
and 
through 
the 
shareholders. 
“One uncertainty,” adds the 


memo, “ is the extent oi tne 
inevitable 
A dm inistration 
support for the industry.” Bayh 
responded to this statem ent by 
scribbling in the margin: “ We 
can’t win this one on the Hill 
alone.” 


But as the consumers dig 
deeper into their poqkets to pay 
gasoline 
prices 
and 
heating 
costs, they may raise a howl that 
will be heard on Capitol hill. 
Then the Bayh bill may have a 
real chance.

The Missouri Republican state 
com m ittee 
has 
refused 
to 
disclose the names of 16 persons 
who 
recently 
guaranteed 
a 
$30,000 bank loan for the debt- 
plagued organization. 
Lowell 
McCuskey, 
G.O.P. 
state chairm an, said only that 
each of the backers of the loan is 
a Republican and that none of 
them 
holds 
elective 
office. 
McCuskey said he did not have 
the authority 
to reveal 
the 


names 
because 
he had not 
checked with the individuals. 
“Some of them might not want 
it to be publicized,” McCuskey 
said. “ I really haven’t asked 
them about it.” 
The loan was arranged Aug. 11 
through the Commercial Bank 
of Liberty in Clay County for a 6- 
month term at a 7.5 per cent 
annual interest rate. 
Clair 
Elsberry, 
executive 
director of the state committee, 
said the rate was competitive 
with 
offers 
m ade by 
other 
financial institutions. He said 
the transaction was handled for 
the bank by John Ferguson, an 
a s s is ta n t 
v ic e -p re s id e n t. 
Ferguson, he said, is a son-in- 
law 
of 
Je w e tt 
Fulkerson, 
Misosuri’s Republican national 
committeeman. 
Elsberry said the $30,000 loan 
would allow the state party to 
continue operating offices in 
Jefferson City and St. Louis. The 
loan will be paid back with 
receipts of fund-raising events 
planned 
in 
connection 
with 
President 
G erald 
R. 
F ord’s 
visits to Kansas City and St. 
Louis in September, he said. 


The state party leadership 
decided to go ahead with the 
loan last month even though 
efforts to gain support from the 
60-member state committee had 
failed. 


The proposal was tabled at a 
m eeting 
in 
F e b ru ary 
and 
emergency meetings called in 
April and July to consider a loan 
died for lack of a quorum. 


McCuskey has said obtaining 
the loan without the com m ittee’s

S trangling 
nation's 
fuel: 
C onspiracy-w racked 
m ine 
workers union leaves vital coal 
fields in Chaos 
WASHINGTON 
— 
And so 
another reform movement bites 
the dust -- the coal dust this 
time. With the ancient ghost of 
old King Coal, John L. Lewis and 
the 
ghastly 
shadow 
of 
the 
m urdered 
Jock 
Y ablonski 
musing in the ram parts of the 
plot ripped headquarters of the 
$60-million 
United 
Mine 
Workers Union, and a street or 
so away jittery White House 
energy specialists harassed by 
m iners’ 
palace 
guard 
con­ 
spiracies, the nation’s coalfields 
have begun slipping into chaos 
dangerous to this fuel-parched 
nation. 
In effect, the once powerful 
coaldiggers’ union is powerless 
and virtually leaderless. Few 
royal courts have been rife with 
so 
many 
antagonistic, 
com­ 
peting factions eager to oust the 
besieged naive reform president 
Arnold Miiier. 
Since 
the 
national 
headquarters if “governed" by 
the 
feuding 
International 
Executive Board which has no 
influence in the field, and many 
district presidents have even 
less influence in their locals and 
the local can’t control their rank 
and filers, who in turn still speak 
the jargon of feudal oppression 
and 
have 
no use for their 
national officers, the utterly 
vital Independent United Mine 
Workers of America and coal 
industry are being Balkanized. 
Thus, there have been 1,400 
wildcat strikes since the signing 
late last year of a fantastic 
contract between the UMW and 
the Bituminous Coal Operators 
Assn. 
As this is written, a three- 
week 
senseless 
w ildcat 
-- 
springing from the firing of one 
coaldigger - has cost industry 
over $100 million. The miners 
have lost more than $22 million 
in wages. 
The pension and 
welfare fund is out some $7 
million. Railorads -- down $10 
million. 
Were this wintertime, 
not 
only railway employes but steel 
and auto workers would have 
been laid off. And perhaps a 
num ber 
of 
com m unities 
browned out. 
One day last week there ac­ 
tually were over 70,000 men out 
of a possible 100,000 striking the 
pits illegally - and one young 
rank and file leader was vowing 
to “shut every pit in the nation.” 
Bravado? 
No. Could happen 
some day soon. 
It takes just one picket to shut 
a mine and one mine crew to fan 
out and shut down a state. And 
right in fast behind the regular 
miners are the underground 
specialists 
in 
radicalization. 
They know how to get the TV 
cam era crews, the mikes and 
the wild statem ents out. 
These are the uni vers ity-bred 
new radicals. They’re Maoists. 
We 
call them “ plants” and 
“sleepers.” There’s one big, 
tough 
rad icalizer 
nam ed 
“Spike.” Right out of the RU -- 


th e 
C a l i f o r n i a - g r o w n 
Revolutionary Union now cen­ 
tered in Chicago. Last year he 
was operating in New York City. 
He cropped up in the mine fields 
the other day yelling strike, 
strike There are others. They 
come in after the fact. But they 
whip up 
the 
wildcats. 
The 
authorities know who they are. 
But the m iners don’t. It means 
trouble 
for 
w hatever 
is 
dependent on stabilized coal 
production 
- 
and 
th a t 
“whatever” 
is American in­ 
dustry. 
Just look at this past three- 
week wildcatter. Much of the 
noise centered around the right 
to strike to settle grievances at 
the pits. 
This would 
mean the re­ 
opening of the three-year con­ 
tract which only took effect Jan. 
1, 1975. And the legalization of 
every m iner’s right to provoke a 
stoppage. It would hand the rank 
and file control of desperately 
needed coal production for the 
big fossil power plants -- as well 
as for heavy industry. 
Yet U.S. Steel reports “ there 
was not a single coal case 
awaiting arbitration, and all 
grievance dockets were current 
when this strike began.” It’s 
pretty much so with other big 
steel firms - which own mines - 
whose executives I contacted. 
Why then such a massive - 
albeit comparatively ignored - 
illegal walkout? Lots of real 
answers. But some are more 
real than others. 
The UMW’s top “Command” 
is so split that the key young 
staff 
m em bers 
guarding 
Miller’s back “ are leaving in 
disgust,” reports one insider. 
The 
34-year-old 
Chip 
Yablonski and the 31-year-old 
Dan Edelman (form er law clerk 
to Supreme Court Justice H arry 
Blackmun) are quitting to open 
a law firm. Ed Jam es, who 
blueprinted 
and 
structured 
Miller’s election fight against 
former UMW president Tony 
Boyle, is returning to Harvard 
Law 
School. 
E ditor 
Don 
Stillman, 
29, 
of the union’s 
Journal, 
is 
moving over 
to 
Leonard Woodcock’s auto union. 
This will leave only the lone 
executive assistant Ric Bank at 
Miller’s side. And Bank is under 
siege. 
Meanwhile, 
Miller 
is 
out­ 
numbered some three to one on 
the executive board - which 
rules loosely by committee. And 
vice president Mike Trbovich is 
circulating 
an g ry 
and a c ­ 
c u s a t o r y 
“ C o n f i d e n t i a l ” 
statem ents agains t Miller. 
And thundering in are nearly 
all district and international 
union elections (as wellas the 
new 
soft-coal 
negotiations). 
These are set for 1977. And there 
is a constitutional convention 
looming early in '76. Political 
careers will be m ade and broken 
there. And M iller may go the 
way of all men who sit in the seat 
of power and wealth without the 
strength to get tough. 
And all the while the nation is 
helpless, though coal is still 
king.

right to vote may be abridged 
on the basis of sex. 
But not content with the mere 
right to vote, American women 
almost immediately began de­ 
manding further rights: 
the 
right to hold office, the right to 
be economically independent, 
the right to sexual freedom, the 
right to personal dignity and 
that catch-all “pursuit to happi­ 
ness.” 
Loosely labeled “the women’s 
movement,” this attempt to 
achieve equality between the 
male and female populations in 
the United States has gained 
momentum in recent years. 
There is currently even a dash 
of respectability attributed to 
the movement, perhaps due to 
a U.N. proclamation designa­ 
ting 1975 as International Wom­ 
en’s Year. 
Despite the fact that women 
make up the majority of the 
U.S. population — 51.2 per cent 
as of July 1, 1974 — and the 
U.S. electorate — nearly four 
million more women than men

This year the Sooners racked up 54 first-place votes 
and 1,184 points from the sports writers and sport- 
scasters who make up The Associated Press board. 
The board voted Alabama second, including one first- 
place vote; Michigan, also with one first-place vote, 
third, and Ohio State, with three votes for No. 1, fourth. 
Southern California was picked fifth; Penn State, with 
one first-place vote, sixth; Nebraska seventh; Auburn 
eighth ; Texas A&M ninth, and Notre Dame 10th. 
The second top 10 positions went to Texas, Michigan 
State, North Carolina State, UCLA, Florida, Arizona, 
Maryland, Tennessee, Arkansas and Stanford. 
Switzer was more concerned with the three meager 
points on the scoreboard after Saturday’s scrimmage 
than with the topheavy vote. 
“We’re not deserving today. We’re not ready to play by 
any means,” said Switzer, whose record in two years as a 
head coach is blemished only by a tie with Southern 
California.

“The cats around here don’t think about it so much any 
more,” said All-American halfback Joe Washington. 
“It’s the final outcome after all that blood and sweat and 
tears that counts.’’ 
Washington pointedly noted that the Sooners were No. 
1 in last year’s preseason poll, too—and lost the slot after 
a relatively narrow victory over Southwest Conference 
champion Baylor. 
This year the Sooners racked up 54 first-place votes 
and 1,184 points from the sports writers and sport- 
scasters who make up The Associated Press board. 
The board voted Alabama second, including one first- 
place vote; Michigan, also with one first-place vote, 
third, and Ohio State, with three votes for No. 1, fourth. 
Southern California was picked fifth; Penn State, with 
one first-place vote, sixth; Nebraska seventh; Auburn 
eighth ; Texas A&M ninth, and Notre Dame 10th. 
The second top 10 positions went to Texas, Michigan 
State, North Carolina State, UCLA, Florida, Arizona, 
Maryland, Tennessee, Arkansas and Stanford. 
Switzer was more concerned with the three meager 
points on the scoreboard after Saturday’s scrimmage 
than with the topheavy vote. 
“We’re not deserving today. We’re not ready to play by 
any means,’’ said Switzer, whose record in two years as a 
head coach is blemished only by a tie with Southern 
California. 


He was obviously upset with Saturday’s practice and 
said the team would work every day this week instead of 
tapering off, as he had planned.

Like a great ocean liner, the combined forces of the Jewish- 
Christian tradition are slowly turning in midcourse to face the 
blows and onslaught of hunger. The topics of religious concern 
keep returning to the famine question. Local congregations are 
moving into the study-action phase of involvement. 
And the Franciscans are moving with their 30,000-man world 
army. Their mood has turned from persistent, eloquent advocacy 
of the poor and destitute (their historic calling) to rage. Fam ine 
is the enemy and they are m arshalling total resource for this 
com bat with death.
